Washington, Sept. 5.—Exports 
of automotive rubber goods from 
the United States during July 
decreased 6 per cent. in value as 
with the previous 
month, or from $3,418,954 te. $3,- 
226,195, the decline in shipments 
of casings, which monthly ac- 
count for 80 per cent. of automo- 
tive rubber goods, being directly 
responsible. 

However, solid tires for automo- 
biles during July increased in value 
16 per cent., while solid tires for 
other vehicles advanced by 19 per 


cent. 


The rubber division of the De- 
partment of Commerce today point- 
ed out that the most noteworthy 
feature of the foreign trade in auto- 
motive rubber goods during July was 
the large increase manifested by 
Japan, which was America’s largest 
customer, taking 7 per cent. of the 
total value of all automotive rubber 
goods. 

Hawaii was second, with 6 per 
cent. of the total. Spain, another

Making Routine Tests of Motor Cars 
Not Policy of Bureau of Standards 


Special from A. D. N. Detroit Bureau 
Washington, Sept. 5.—The United 
States Bureau of Standards looks 
with disfavor upon the practice of 
certain automotive manufacturers 
and their dealers who claim to 
have bureau test data on certain 
makes of cars and trucks, it was 
made known today. 
Numerous inquiries for the bu-| 
reau’s ratings of particular makes 
of cars are received by the bureau 
as regards quality of. materials, 
workmanship or performance, in- 
dicating, it was said, that some 
automobile firms are claiming cer- 
tifications by the government. 
In particular, it was reported re- | 
cently that the bureau had made 
comparative tests of cars or engines 
representing competing makes of 
moderate-price automobiles. 
Automotive Daily News today was 
requested to make it clear that it is 
not the policy of the bureau to 


» make routine tests of automobiles or | 
~ gutomobile 


engines, to undertake 


{comparative tests of commercial 
| vehicles or engines except for of- 
ficial purposes, or to make public | 
| test data on any commercial auto- 
|mobile, automobile engine or ac- 
| cessory. ‘ 

The bvreau has used available | 
|}cars as equipment for the invest- 
gation of such problems as skidding, 
brake performance, riding quality 
}and headlighting. It also has used 
motor truck engines as laboratory 
apparatus for the study of the prob- 
lems connected with motor fuels 
and motor lubricants, as well as 
tests of ignition and cooling. 

General tests of the performance 
of a particuiar make and model of 
engine or motor vehicle, it was ex- | 
plained, are only undertaken when 
required for the information of the 
government. This is necessary in 
making purchases of motor equip- 
ment for various departments of 
the Federal government, it was 
pointed out.

The 
actual work of organizing the new 
unit is expected to get under way 
within a short time.

The July trend of the casing trade 
was for the first time this year 
toward the Pacific—Japan, Hawaii, 
the Philippine Islands, and British 
India all being among the principal 
markets. However, casing exports 
decreased from 227,325 units, valued 
at $2,760,548, in June to 212,861, 
valued at $2,598,323 in July. 

Argentina, heretofore a leading 
market, took only 7,125. Germany, 
which has been an important mar- 
ket this year, fell to 7,298. On the 
other hand, Japan, which during 
the first half of the year took on 
an average of 8,382 casings monthly, 
purchased 15,345 at the beginning 
of the second half. 

The principal July markets for 
inner tubes followed closely those of 
casings— namely, Japan, Mexico, 
Hawaii, Philippine Islands and Den- 
mark. Hawaii, Australia and Ger- 
many were the leading markets for 
miscellaneous casings and tubes, 
taking 53 per cent. of the total 
value. 

Exports of solid automobile tires 
increased from 4,729 in June to 
5,128 in July, the difference in unit 
value being $2.25 in favor of July. 
Japan also was the principal mar- 
ket, contracting for 1,173 units, 
valued at $21.339. 

Cuba was in second place, taking 
498, valued at $15,393, followed by 
Australia and Argentina. For mis- 
cellaneous solid tires British India 
received -36 per cent. of the total 
exports and the Philippine Islands 
28 per cent.

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M echanic’s Qualifications 
Essential to Department 


By C. P. S 


HATTUCK 


HAT should be the qualifications of the mechanic 
operating the jobber or wholesale parts mechanical 


service department? 


cant or the men considered? 

It is always a problem for the 
repair shops and service stations 
to secure competent mechanics. 
This is due to the fact that be- 
tween 70 and 80 per cent. of the 
mechanics today are self-trained, 
i. ¢., have picked up the business. 
This results too frequently in not 
only learning the wrong thing but 
im acquiring inefficient, non-pro- 
ductive methods. Lack of proper 
compensation and incentives have 
handicapped many a good me- 
chanic, as has a lack of apprecia- 
tion of the thoroughly skilled 
man. 

The jobber contemplating a serv- 
ice department will do well, we be- 
lieve, to select a thoroughly skilled 
mechanic and not only pay a good 
salary, but employ some system or 
method of keeping him efficient and 
Satisfied. The difference of a few 
dollars the week will, with the right 
man, pay handsome dividends. 

In the universal test for a skilled 
man, character rates 20 per cent. 
and experience 80 per cent. Gener- 
ally speaking, the character test in- 
cludes eight questions, and these 
include such as being mentally and 
physically fit, is he a drifter, does 
he inspire confidence and is he in- 
clined to be quiet? Talkative me- 
chanics are generally time wasters. 
In the experience test, twenty me- 
chanical questions are asked, and 
these deal with a number of the 
service operations performed by job- 
bers. A total of 75 per cent. correct 
answers, or satisfactory replies, is 
held a passing test. 

There are many good repairmen 
who can diagnose and_ correct 
trouble, assemble, install and ad- 
just, but it takes a real mechanic 
to understand and use precision 
measuring instruments. 
out knowledge and skill with pre- 
cision instruments, machines and 
tools, quality and satisfactory serv- 
ice work cannot be delivered by the 
jobber to the dealer or the dealer to 
the customer. 

It will be quite a simple matter 
for the jobber to find a mechanic or 
repairman quite capable of recon- 
ditioning valves, reline brakes, in- 
stalling clutch components, fitting 
rings, aligning rods and fitting pis- 
ton pins. It is not so easy, however, 
to pick a man or men familiar with 
precision instruments and their use 
and having a knowledge of the tol- 
erances or clearances required of the 
part being renewed aind fitted, and 
what is the proper clearance for 
the various types of pistons, etc. 
Right here it may be said that more 
or less of the grief developing from 
cylinder reconditioning jobs where 
the work has been divided has been 
due to not knowing the proper clear- 
ance of certain units. 

The mechanic handling cylinder 
work, and including the fitting of 
pistons, rings and piston pins, and 
rod work, will, if he knows his 
job, be capable of properly using 
such precision instruments the 
micrometer, caliper, inside “mikes,” 
V-edge protractor, slide caliper, 
combination square, and such 
gauges as surface, cylinder, combi- 
nation depth and angle, thickness, 
telescope, screw pitch, etc 

There is more to this cylinder 
work than merely boring, reaming 
or honing. There are involved such 
checking operations as for taper 
and roundness, bore square with top 
of block, boss bore of piston square 
with sides, proper clearances, etc. 

Thus it may be obvious that the 
most essential qualification of the 
mechanic is his machinist abili- 
ties. As a matter of fact any 
good machinist will master quickly 
the minor service operations of 
the shop. And those familiar 
with automotive service will re- 
call that in the old days the auto- 
motive mechanic was a trained

Jobbers With Machine 
Shops Grind Pistons 


EREWTH are presented tabu- 

lated results of a survey 
among Automotive Equipment 
Association jobbers conducting a 
machine shop or mechanical serv- 
ice department. The survey in- 
cludes New York, New Jersey, | 
Pennsyivania, New England, Mid- 
dle West and Southern states. 
The figures show that 92 per cent. 


grind pistons, 84 per cent. install 
or fit piston pins and that 176 per 
cent, recondition engine blocks by 
boring, reaming or honing. The 


figures dealing with piston pins in- 
clude fitting to piston, pins to rod 
and bushings to rod. These opera- 
tions and letters indicate the opera- 
ever, in the table. Valve, brake and 
flywheel ring gear work is over 50 
per cent. 

It is noticeable that only 46 per 
cent. of the replies to direct ques- 
tions and letters indictae the opera- 
tion of aligning connecting rods, a 
most important service operation, 
not only in engine reconditioning 
but in any repair operation dealing 
with the renewal of any component, 
the rod assembly. 

None of the replies indicated that 
valve guides were reamed and over- 
size valves fitted or that new guides 
were installed. Another noticeable 
fact was that no mention was made 
of the operation testing the valve 
springs 

The figures are presented to in- 
dicate the trend in the machine 
shop and the type of operations 
performed. ‘The survey showed that 
11 per cent. are planning a shop and 
that 12 per cent. appear not to be 
interested,
